MINUTES OF THE QUARTERLY MEETING 
OF THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 

APRIL 27, I97Q- -- 



The regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees 
was held at the Gallery at 10 a.m. on April 27, 1970, The 
Executive Session was called to order by the President, 

Mr, Hamilton. The other members present were Mrs. Chase and 
Messrs. Bradley, Chapin, Finley, Gray, Hall, and Kreeger. 

Also present was Mr. Walsh, Treasurer. 

In the absence of objections and there being no corrections 
suggested, the Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Boar*d 
of Trustees held on January 26, 1970, were approved as presented. 

The appointment of Mr. Walter Hopps, Acting Director of 
the Gallery and Assistant Secretary, to the position of 
Director of the Gallery was unanimously approved. 

Mr. Niles W. Bond was unanimously elected as Assistant 
Secretary of the Trustees. 

The President announced that he was giving notice of a 
proposal, to be acted upon at the next meeting of the Board, 
to amend Section B I I of the By-Laws in the sense that the 
Board of Governors should meet on the penultimate Monday in 
January, April, July, and October instead of on the first 
Monday in February, May, August, and November as presently 
provided. 

With reference to the serious illness of the Gallery's 
Conservator, Mr. Russell Quandt, the Trustees requested that 
Mr. Chapin convey their deep sympathy to Mrs. Quandt. It 
was recognized by the Trustees that the Gal Iery had indeed 
been fortunate to have had over the years the services of 
Mr. Quandt, who is acknowledged to be one of the foremost 
restoration experts in the United States and whose association 
with the Corcoran has greatly enhanced the reputation of this 
Gallery. In agreeing to the proposal outlined by Mr. Chapin 
for the establishment of a Quandt Children Education Fund 
(Attachment A), the Trustees expressed a desire to explore the 
possibility of whether contributions to this Fund could not 
be made through the Gallery, appropriately earmarked as to 
destination, on a tax-deductible basis. 





There being no further business to come before the 
Executive Session of the Board, the following were invited 
to participate in the ensuing Regular Session: 

Mr. Walter Hopps, Director of the Gallery 

Mr. Roy Slade, Dean of the Art School 

Mr. Eugene Myers, Vice President for Management 

Mr. Frank D. Parulski, Assistant Treasurer 

Mr. Niles W. Bond, Assistant Secretary 

Mrs. Richard A. Poole, Manager of Development 

Mrs. Richard Powell, Chairman of the Women's Committee 

The Treasurer presented his letter of April 17, 1970, 
reporting a cash balance in the Gallery Fund, as of March 21, 

1970, of $50,727.22. He also presented a report dated April 6, 
1970, from the Vice President for Management and the Comptroller 
concerning the budgetary operations of the Gallery and School. 

Concerning the operation of the GaI Iery budget, Mr. Walsh 
pointed out that $265,518.91 or 32.61% of the total budget had 
been expended during the first quarter, but noted that this was 
the most expensive quarter of the budget year. He called special 
attention to major overages of 84% for insurance (other than 
group), 69.16% for exhibitions, and 46.61% for the Depont Center. 
He and Mr. Pafulski explained the drastic increases in insurance 
rates which had accounted for the overage in this item. The 
overage in exhibition expenses Mr. Walsh attributed to an un¬ 
usually active quarter and in particular to the extensive expenses 
of the Soleri exhibit. He pointed out, however, that income for 
the quarter was approximately 34% of the projected yearly total, 
that admissions were up, and that the Museum Shop had been doing 
well. 


Mr. Chapin stated that he and his staff were planning a 
budget review within the next two weeks with a view to ensuring 
a viable budgetary situation for the remainder of the year, and 
added that he and the Director would give special attention to 
thisxprobIem. The Peesident then emphasized the importance of 
tailoring the Gallery's operations to a realistic budget, and 
suggested the advisability of earlier planning and projection 
of the Gallery's annual budget. With this there was general 
agreement. 

There ensued a detailed discussion of the Art School budget, 
which was presented by the Treasurer and the Dean of the School. 

The latter pointed out that the original budgetary estimate of over 



$589,000 had been revised downward by nearly $40,000, the adjusted 
figure representing a 2f% increase over the previous year. He 
emphasized that the resulting budget was not an expansion budget 
but was designed to maintain the status quo in so far as school 
operations were concerned while increasing the quality of the 
School. He said that the budget was based on a projection of 
1,300 registrations, but that the figure might go a bit higher, 
the limiting factor being the danger of counterproductive over¬ 
crowding. He then cited figures to demonstrate that financial 
difficulties were common to a majority of the 24 leading art 
schools in the country. 

In response to a question from the President concerning the 
projected 10% increase in faculty salaries, Mr, Slade stated 
that this figure represented a compromise with the 15% increase 
requested by the faculty. He added that the proposed increase 
would be granted in conjunction with a reevaluation of the 
members of the faculty. He pointed out also that the salary scale in 
the School was well below the prevailing level in other art schools, 
the top salaries in the Corcoran School corresponding generally 
with the bottom salaries paid elsewhere for comparable positions. 

He noted too that the proposed increase was generally in keeping 
with the recent 8^% raise in Federal Government salaries. 

Mr. Walsh remarked that the customary budgetary surplus of the 
School would probably become a small deficit in the new budget, 
a comment which elicited from the President an appeal to 
Mr. Slade to achieve a break-even point in the budgetary opera¬ 
tions of the School during the coming year. Both Mr. Slade 
and Mr. Myers stated that the School budget was under constant 
review and that every effort would be made to avoid a deficit. 

It was duly moved and seconded that the School budget be 
approved, a motion which was carried with the understanding that 
the budget would be kept under continuing scrutiny during the year, 

Mr. Chapin then introduced the proposal to create a 
National Committee for the Corcoran, to supersede the Corcoran 
Council. He emphasized that the purpose of such a Committee, 
which would be comparable to such, 4 groups as the International 
Counci I of the Museum of Modern Art, would be to encourage out- 
of-town donors and broaden the national constituency of the 
Corcoran as a leading museum of American art. It would be 
essentially a fund-raising tool but a highly selective one, 
being confined to a "blue ribbon" membership of approximately 
50 persons. 
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It was duly moved and seconded that the President appoint 
a special committee to implement the proposal for a National 
Committee for the Corcoran along the lines indicated by Mr. Chapin 
and that the President be empowered to appoint members of the 
new National Committee. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Slade then explained the action of the Art School 
Committee in terminating the School's Columbia Division (effective 
May 30, 1970) in order to concentrate all available resources 
on the School itself. Problems of distance and quality control 
were pointed out. He added that the termination had been amicable 
and that Columbia had been encouraged to establish an art 
school of its own. 

Pursuant to a motion duly moved and seconded, the Board 
approved the action of the Art School Committee in terminating 
the Columbia Division. 

Turning to the question of a United Arts Fund for Washington, 
Mr. Chapin said that it had long been his view that artistic 
enterprises in the Washington area could raise funds more 
effectively through joint action than through independent and 
uncoordinated fund-raising activities. He said this would 
seem to be particularly true with respect to the Washington 
business community and the great number of U. S. Government 
employees in the nation's capital, neither of which groups had 
ever contributed its share to the support of the arts in 
Washington. He added that the idea of a United Arts Fund had 
gained wide support during the past two years and that existing 
plans envisaged the participation of the Corcoran and seven other 
groups (including the National Symphony and a Black arts group) 
in a joint campaign whose go I a would be to raise from 1.5 to 
2 million dollars a year, starting probably in 1971. Mr. Chapin 
went on to say that the United Arts Fund had been invited to apply 
for membership in the United Givers Fund, it being understood that 
such membership would not prejudice the right of the individual 
participants to conduct their separate fund-raising campaigns 
as at present. In response to a comment by Mr. Bradley that 
the Corcoran could not affaord to allow its autonomy in the 
fund-aaising field to be sacrificed by participation in a joint 
endeavor of this type, Mr. Chapin agreed and said that he would 
pay close attention to this problem. He added that the Corcoran 
could always withdraw from the United Arts Fund should it find 
its independence in this respect in jeopardy. In regard to 
leadership of the United Arts Fund, Mr. Chapin said that it was 



exceedingly fortunate to have the prospect of an excellent 
first Chairman in the person of Ambassador John Hayes, a former 
President of the United Givers Fund. 

A motion was duly moved, seconded, and approved that the 
Corcoran join as a participating member of the new United Arts 
Fund. 

In view of the late hour, the President requested that approval 
of the various quarterly reports, previously distributed to the 
Members of the Board, be expedited. 

Mr. Bradley stated that, because of lack of t i rap, he would 
not detail the usual report of the Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds, which consisted of a description of normal maintenance 
work. He said, however, that it was necessary to outline briefly 

the status of negotiations with United Unions which had been 
going on for some months. 

The United Unions Building plan had to be readjusted to 
conform to the rules of one of the regulatory bodies. In so 
doing, their plans overlapped on to a smalI piece of ground 
owned by the Gallery and they cannot go forward until they get 
permission to use the Gallery's ground. In exchange for the 
use of the necessary ground, a reverter clause will be inserted 
in the deed so that eventually, nfehe land will revert to the 
Gallery. The §allery is to receive a small stretch of ground 
running from E Street along the western boundary of the Gallery's 
property to the triangular piece of ground in question. The 
Union is to pave the entrance on the west side and the north 
parking area of the Gallery. They will be requested to move the 
fence along the west line to conform. They will be asked to 
exacate part of the present garden on the New York Avenue side 
and instal I a smalI retaining waI I so that additional parking 
space may be provided for the Gallery. They are to give us the 
use of their auditorium on an agreeable number of times per 
annum without expense to the Gallery, and to permit the use of 
15 parking spaces in the new building at the same rate that the 
Union has to pay the concession. 

The drawings thu3 far submitted by the Union are not 
complete. In one respect, they are in error in that they call 
for ground to be deeded by the Gallery to the Union north of the 
triang<fe± in question. This has not been agreed to. 



In response to a question, Mr, Bradley stated that the 
Fine Arts Commission, as presently constituted, had ruled that 
our projected plans, which call for the building extending to 
our west line, would not be satisfactory as it would over¬ 
shadow the Unions building. When the plans for this addition 
are finalized, they will be resubmitted to the Fine Arts Commission. 

Mr. Bradley stated he was confident there were no major 
obstacles to concluding a satisfactory agreement and asked that the 
Board authorize the Executive Committee to conclude the matter 
with authority to act. 

On motion duly made, seconded and carried, such authority 
was granted to the Executive Committee. 

Reporting on the activities of the Women's Committee, 

Mrs. Powell said that the Docent Program had oojoyed a most 
successful year and commended the outgoing Curator of Education, 

Mrs. Leslie Ahlander, for the excllence of the Docent training 
program. The President then complimented Mrs. Powell and the 
Women's Committee on the success of the Spring Ball and asked 
Mr. Chapin to draft an expression of the Trustees' appreciation. 

Mrs. PoweI I expressed the thanks of the Women's Committee for 
the excellent assistance received from the Gallery staff in 
connection with the Ball, and mentioned in particular the work 
of Mr. Domit, Mr. Pilgrim, and Mr. King. She also commented 
favorably on the work of the Hospitality Committee and on the 
success of the Lecture Series, the latter having maintained a high 
level of quality while showing a profit of $ I,600 for the fall 
series. She said that the Women's Committee planned to give $1,000 
to the Art School Iibrary for needed books and to award a $175 
prize to a second-year Art School student.

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ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


On the 28th of January 1970, the Executive Vice President 
of the Board of Trustees announced the creation of the position 
of Vice President for Management of the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
and concurrently announced that Eugene E. Myers, at that time 
Dean, Corcoran School of Art, would fill the position. The 
Management Office, an expansion of the Comptroller's Office, is 
charged with responsibility for budget development and control, 
central procurement, developing financial reports, personnel 
administration, and any other management duties assigned it by 
the Executive Vice President for the Corcoran complex. 


PROJECTS 


Centralized Procurement . As one of its prime functions, 
the Management Office established procedures for centralized 
procurement of stationery, office supplies, and equipment. This 
function should produce a savings of $7,000.00 - $8,000.00 per 
year in the purchase of the above items. 


Budget Development and Control . During March, the Office 
of the Vice President for Management developed recommended proce¬ 
dures for budget development by the individual departments of 
The Corcoran Gallery and School of Art, and recommended procedures 
for the control of expenditures of budgeted funds.

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 


QUARTERLY REPORT 


JAN. 1 - MAR. 31, 1970 


Between January 1, and March 31, 1970, 10,207 people were brought 
into the Corcoran Gallery through the Education Department to visit 
the collections, take part in special workshops or have a demonstra¬ 
tion tour. Of these over 2,699 were given tours by docent guides, 
and another 1,439 went through by themselves as part of special 
groups. The remaining 6,069 were children from the schools in the 
District of Columbia, Maryland and Northern Virginia who were given 
tours by the docents. 

For each tour complete background material (artistic and historical) 
was prepared by the Curator of Education. In addition, each exhibit 
sponsored by the Gallery had its counterpart in a special exhibit in 
the Children’s Gallery which served as an introduction to the subject 
(WHAT IS COLOR?, WHAT IS ARCHITECTURE?) and as a related workshop 
(color painting, cardboard constructions which the children were 
free to take home with them). Five classes a day, or approximately 
150 children, used the demonstration area. Teachers and schools 
alike were enthusiastic about the added dimension of a ’participation 
experience.’ 

The 4th grade workshop continued with a class in printmaking, taught 
by the docent corps. Thirty children a day took part in this workshop 
for a total of 1,015 children. 

A special set of colored slides of Soleri’s work accompanied by 
background material, was sent to each of the seven school districts, 
so that teachers could show the slides and discuss the exhibit before 
they brought their children. Many teacher reports have spoken 
enthusiastically about these aids and they should definitely be 
continued. 

The Soleri exhibit was the source of most of the Education Department 
activity during this period. The great success of the show led to 
two extra special tours being added each day, under the direction of 
the docents, who did a Herculean task of trying to keep up with the 
requests. The Department of Education had a waiting list of groups 
wanting tours, and both the Curator and her assistant, Mrs. Hoth, 
took many of the groups around as well. Fifty-three special tours 
for 1,349 people were given during the Soleri exhibit (excluding 
the first week in April), and weekend docents reported groups from 
75 to 100 people for each tour in contrast to the usual 35-50. 

The special Sunday Workshop for members’ children was continued with 
great success by Mrs. Marcia Sandground, and were increased in number 
to twice monthly. The program brought in new members as well as 
serving as a treat for children of people who had just joined. 

Again, a waiting list quickly formed and the response was so over- 
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whelming that reservations were no longer taken and the series was 
held on a first-come, first served basis. This series should be 
increased to once a week, but it will have to be funded by the 
Membership Department if it is to continue next year, as the materials 
are expensive. 

Docent training included a walking tour with Paolo Soleri around 
his exhibit, a visit to the Dupont Center to meet Lou Stovall and 
watch his silk screen classes, and a .visit to the White House to 
see the Andrew Wyeth exhibition. Weekend docent training included 
a guided tour with Jacob Portnoy, Soleri Apprentice. The docents 
also had a lecture on the principles of architecture and urban 
design by Alex Morse, Curator of Architecture, who helped design 
the exhibit, "WHAT IS ARCITECTURE?" for the Children's Gallery. 

An innovation was an "open" docent training session twice a month, 
where docents could ask for help in any aspect of the gallery or 
its exhibits that they thought they needed. 

The film, lecture and musical series was continued, with the Depart¬ 
ment of Education making all arrangements for the film series, and 
working with the Associate Director on lectures and music. 

The Sandak film project was continued, with most of the final sets 
of slides of the Corcoran Collections now on hand. 

A Latin American Project, to bring Latin American children into the 
Corcoran Gallery for special tours and workshops, was set up and 
application made to the Junior League of Washington for $7000 for a 
two-year project. Numerous meetings, reports, and research into the 
patterns of Latin American population in the greater Washington area 
were undertaken. The final decision on the Project will come in late 
April or early May. 

Mrs. Sue Ann Hoth, as assistant to the Curator of Education regularly, 
attended the Museum Educators Roundtable session each month and 
represented the Corcoran's interests. In addition, she led three 
seminars a day during a two day conference at Montgomery Blair High 
School. The conference, The Seventh Annual Conference on American 
Civilization, is attended by high school students from the Eastern 
Seaboard states, and Mrs. Hoth's topic was "The Revolution in Modern 
Art." 

Two educational postcard folders, for the Sales Desk, were designed 
by the Curator of Education, on the subjects, SCULPTURE IN THE 
CORCORAN COLLECTIONS, and WHAT IS SCULPTURE? (a folder for children 
based on the exhibit held in the Children's Gallery). Sculpture 
was chosen for both subjects to take advantage of postcards already 
available and to save the costs of color printing. If sales justify 
the investment, other folders, covering different aspects of the 
Corcoran collections are envisioned.

In accordance with the discussion on March 4 between Mr. Bob 
Youngquist and yourself at Biospherics, we are pleased to pro¬ 
pose performing the subject study as discussed below. 

Objective of the study will be to develop and furnish to Bio- 
spherics' Inc. four to five attractive and practicable design 
concepts for a terrarium cabinet suitable for public lobbies, 
offices, and better homes. 

Criteria to be emphasized during the study are: 

1. Quality of appearance: aesthetically appropriate and attrac 
tive proportions, forms, colors, details; environmental 
sculpture effect. 

2. Low cost: combination of cabinet materials and designs 
yielding a target cost (cabinet and' base only) in the $150 
to $100 range (or lower) for production quantities of 
several hundreds to several thousands. 

3. Physical and functional compatibility: with operating con¬ 
ditions (e.g. temperatures and temperature differentials, 
humidity and humidity differentials ,•• visible and infra-red 
radiation) and with other subsystems (e.g. lighting, fluid 
circulation, conditioning, and control).

Size of the cabinet proper will be in the range of 4 feet wide 
by 2 1/2 feet deep by 2 1/2 feet high (from bottom of plants to 
top of cover). Concepts for various bases to place the cabinet 
at a convenient level and to carry controls will be developed 
as an integral part of the study.
